Continuation of 3. NOTE: A further consideration is required for the amended independent claims. 
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Continuation of 1 1. In regard to claim 55 and the Rallison et al. reference, applicant argues that the visor of Rallison et al. cannot be said 
to maintain a predetermined focal distance between the eye of the user and the lens. In support, applicant argues that the lens is a plano- 
convex or meniscus lens that provides a SUBSTANTIALLY FLAT FIELD of FOCUS and that there is not a direct line between the eye of 
the user and the lens. The examiner respectfully submits that Rallison et al. does include this feature. First, Rallison et al. specifically 
teaches that lens provides a "field of focus" to the user. This distance, between the eye of the user and the lens, is the focal distance. 
Furthermore, a direct line need not be provided between an eye of the user and the lens to represent a focal distance. Consider any 
ordinary digital or film camera with a viewfinder. Most are built such that user looks through a viewfinder and the viewfinder is not in a 
direct line with the lens. A mirror exists to reflect the light from the lens into the viewfinder. Also, a user can look through the viewfinder 
and adjust focus manually.
